the 19 Division as a new designation. 
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The Communist plan for the sixth offensive was as follows : the 1, 2, 6 and 7 
Columns would make a drive south from Faku (123-23, 42-31) to Koupangtzu (121-44, 

41- 21). In coordination with this drive the 8 Column was to take Yingkou (122-13, 
40-40) and then continue north along the railroad joining the force at Koupangtzu. 
The 3 and 4 Columns would be in their present positions isolating Kaiyuan U24-05, 

42- 36) and Ssupingchioh (124-22, 43-H) and would push southward toward Fushun 
as soon as this joining of forces at Koupangtzu was effected. The Ccmmunists 
at Koupangtzu would then push north toward Mukden. The plan failed due to the 
fact that the Nationalists placed the New 38 and 50 Divisions south of Ssuping- 
- ch i eh . thu s preventing the Communist troops from the east from moving to Faku.
